Dear Academician blagonravov i 

We are gratified that it has become possible to establish the 
wushington-Moscow communications link for exchange of satel- 
lite meteorological data and to begin the interim exchange 
of conventional meteorological data over that link. I hope 
that it will become possible for ue to accelerate the pace 
and extend the scope of our cooperation. 

As you know, under Section II. A. & of the Second Memorandum 
of Understanding of November I, 196 H, ws are required to 
meet early in 1965 to review the exchange of meteorological 
data and to consider appropriate aotion in the light of the 
availability or proe pacts for svailability of sstsllits data. 

I should lika to proposs that ws hold this mssting at some 
mutually convsnisnt time and plaoe between now and June. 

Please let me know as soon as possible whst time and plaoe 
you prefer for our meeting. 

In this connsction, you will rscall that the Protocol estab- 
lishing th# communi eat ions link anticipated ths availability 
of meteorological satellite data for exchange by early 1965, 
and that the following stipulation is contained in Section 
II. A. 5 of the Second Memorandum of Understanding! "If satel- 
lite data do not become mutually available within s reason- 
able time, the exchange of data over this link will be 
discontinued." Therefore, e clear indication of the prospects 
for availability of satellite date fro* both sides will be 
necessary in making ths required review of our exchange. 
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As s separete natter, there is the unfinished bus ins ss oov- 
srsd by ay lsttsr to you of December 2 , 196k on s joint 
review of spaoe biology sad medicine sad ay lsttsr of Deoen- 
bsr I, 196k oa an exchange of visits to deep spsos tracking 
and data acquisition facilities* I suggsst that our nesting 
on ths as tsoro logical data exchange sight also be ths occa- 
sion for discussion of these other natters* If you agree 
to this suggestion, I would appreciate your early response 
to ay letters of Deceaber 2 and 6, so that we nay provide 
for the preeenoe of the experts necessary to assure a factual 
discussion*
